DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the Request for Continued Examination filed May 10, 
2011. Claims 93-1 14 were pending. Claims 93-1 14 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach neither singly nor in combination, the claimed 
limitations of "a housing configured for mounting to a room wall external to and separate 
from an equipment rack and at a distance above a raised floor, the housing including: at 
least one sensor configured to monitor environmental conditions ambient to rack 
mounted computer equipment located within the equipment rack, the at least one 
sensor selected from a group consisting of a temperature sensor and a humidity sensor, 
and a web server configured to provide a web page associated with information derived 
from the at least one sensor" as stated in claim 93 and similarly in claims 98, 103, and 
107. These limitations, in conjunction with other limitations in the independent claims, 
are not specifically disclosed or remotely suggested in the prior art of record. A review 
of claims 93-1 1 4 indicated claims 93-1 1 4 are allowable over the prior art of record.
